When a “lu nger,” as the sailor calls 
him, is discovered he is given instru c­ 
tions to proceed to Pensacola, Fla., 
where the sanitariu m for 
consu mi>- 
tives is located. 
This sanitariu m is 
nothing more than an ou tdoor camp. 
It consists of row’s of heavy canvas 
tents bu ilt on light wooden frames. 
The sides can be raised and lowered 
as weather conditions permit. 
Here 
the patients are given the freedom of 
the camp. 
They live ou t of doors, 
taking long walks in the warm sou th­ 
ern su nshine anJ at night they sleep 
in the open air. 
Milk and eggs form 
the principal articles of diet. 
Verv 
little medicine is given. 
“This treatm ent is conceded to be 
the best that can be given,” said Gu y 
F. O’Donnell, of the W est Side, w*ho 
was formerly in charge of this sani­ 
tariu m. 
“The naval physicians say 
that u nless the patient helps himself 
by taking exercise, baths and proper 
care of himself, there is no hope for 
his revorery. 
The department has, 
therefore, provided a place w'here the 
tu bu rcu losis patients may 
be 
sent, 
the physicians instru ct them regarding 
diet, exercise, etc., bu t the cu re rests 
largely with the patient himself.
